of the boat measured us before, rejecting fractions * 


of a foot only in the iength, and estimating te quarters of 
afouotin the breadth and depth. ‘Tables of measurement 
calculated for the above rule will be printed for general 
use. i

( vuacil for the first time, on the 2d December, 1839. 


Acr No. or 1839. 


Whereas the Hon'ble Court of Directors of the 
Bast India Cumpany, by and with the approbation of 
the Board of Commissioners for the affairs of India, 
have sanctioned the Establishment of a Bank at Bom- 
bay on the aime principles as were prescribed for and 
have been observed in the re-incorporation of the 
Bank of Bengal, by Act No VI of 1889: and where- 
as the said Court of Directors have directed the body 
of Proprietor, in existonce at the date of the dispatch 
which contained the said sanction for the incorporation 
ofa Bank at Bombay to be the Proprictors in whose 
favor the Act of incorpuration is to be passed :— 


It ig therefore hereby enacted. that from the lst day 
of March neat ensning, in the year of our Lord 1840, 
the persons whose nanies are included in the Schedule 
hereunto annexed, provided that they, with the Governe 
ment of Bombay on the part of the ast India Compa 
ny, have paid up the amount of Capital Stock subseribed 
by them respectively, or suchof them as have go paid up 
thei: subscriptions shall, together with the Governor 
in Connell for the time being of the Island and Presi- 
dency of Bombay, be a corporation, body corporate 
and politic, by name of the Bank of Bombay, with 
perpetual succession to them and their sttccessors as 
Proprietors for the time being of the said Bank as 
hereafter mentioned and provided, and shall possess 
and enjoy all the rights, privileges, and immunities 
incident by law to a corporation aggregate. 

If. And it is hereby enacted, that provided the 
persons or any of them whose names are included in 
the said Schedule, shall not have paid up their sub- 
scriptions to the Capital Stock before the Ist of March 
J840, tho shares remaining so unpaid shall be disposed 
of ay may bo directed by the Governor in Council of 
Bombay, acting under the instructions he may receive 
from the Government of India.

IV. And it is hereby enacted, that the Capital 
Stock of the Bank of Bombay shall, so long as it shall 
consist of Fifty Lakhs of Rupees, be divided into 1250 
shares of 4000 Ra. each, which shall be numbered from 
J] to 1250, and seventy-five of the said shares number- 
ed from No. 1 to 75 shall be the property of the Go- 
vernor in Council of Bombay, and the remainder 
numbered from No. 76 to 1250, shall be the property 
of the Proprietors who may pay the same, and each of 
the said shares may be divided into quarter shares of 
1000 Rs. each, but no separate interest or share in the 
Stock of the sald Bank of less amount than 1000 Rs.

A Regulation relating to the Trade of Foreign 

Ships with India, 
Whereas 2 Regulation was made and 
passed by the Court of Directors of 
the East India Company and transmitted to India 
by a despatch dated the 28th day of July 1837, 
and promulgated by the Supreme Government 
on the 20th day of December 1837, for rescinding 
and re-enacting with modifications certain pro- 
visions contained in a Regulation made and 
passed by the said Court of Directors on the 12th of 
August 1829, for regulating the Trade of Foreign 
Nations with the Ports and Settlements of the British 
Nation in the Fast Indies, and whereas doubts havo 
arisen as to the trne intent and meaning of certain 
parts of such Regulation and it is expedient that such 
donbts should be removed, the Court of Directors 
of the said Company, by virtue of the powers granted 
to them by the Act passed in the 37i:h year of the 
reign of his late Majesty King George the third, en- 
titled an Act for regulating the Trade © to be carried 
‘Con with the British Possessions in India by the 
‘Ships of Nations in amity with His Majesty,’’ 
havo rescinded the whole of the said Regulation and 
in lieu thereof have framed the following Regulation. 

Foreign Ships belongiog to any State or Country in 
Europe or in American so long as auch States or Coun- 
tries respectively remain in amity with Her Majesty 
may freely enter the British Sea Ports and Har- 
hors in the Tagt Indies, whether they come directly 
fiom their own Country or from any other place, and 
shall be there hospitably received and shall have liberty 
to trade there in Imports and Exports conformatl 
tothe Regulations ostablished or to be established in 
such Sea Ports, provided that it shall not be lawful 
for the said Ships to receive Goods on board at 
one Bridsh Port of India to be conveyed to another 
British Port of India on Freight or otherwise, but 
nevertheless the original inward Cargoes of such Ships 
may bedischarged at different British Ports, and the out- 
ward Cargoes of suctf Ships may be laden at different 
British Ports for their Foreign destinations And 
provided further, that it shall not be Jawfal fur the said 
Ships in time of War between the British Government 
and any State or Power whatsoever, to export from 
the sald British Territories without the special per. 
mission of the British Government any Military or 
Naval Stores, Saltpetre or Grain.

The defences of the Fart, as iu the case of Gusnec, 
far exceeded in strength what I had been led to sup- 
pose from previous report, and the toweriug height of 
the inner Citadel was most formidable both an appear- 
ance and reality. 


I lament to say that the loss of killed and wounded 
on our side has been severe, as will be seen by the 
accompanying Return, that on the part of the enemy 
must have been great, but the exact number I have 
not been able to ascertain ; several hundreds of prisve 
ners were taken, from whow, the Political Agent hag 
selected those he considers 1t necessary for the present 
to retain in confinement, the remainder have been li- 
berated. 


it is quite impossible for me sufficiently to express 
my admiration of the gallant and steady conduct of 
the Officers and men upon this occasion, but the fact 
of less than an hour having elapsed from the formation 
of the Columns for the attack to the period of the 
Troops being within the Fort, and this performed in 
the open day and in the face of an enemy so very su- 
perior in numbers and so perfectly prepared for resis- 
tance, will Itrust convince your Lordship how de- 
serving the Officers and Troops are of my warmest 
thanks and of the highest praise that can be bestowed.

After allowing time to make the necessary arrange - 
mente for continuing my march, IT shall descend into 
Kutch Gundava by the Moona Pass, having received 
a favorable report of the practicability of taking guns 
that way. 


I have deputad Captain Outram to take a dupli- 
cate of the despatch to the Elon’ble the Governor of 
Bombay, by the direct route from hence to Soomeanee 
Bunder, the practicability or otherwise of which for 
the passage of Troops, I consider it an object of im- 
portance to ascertain.

Act No oF 1889. 


Whereas the Hon'ble Court of Directors of the 
Tast lidia Company, by and with the approbation of 
the Board of Commissioners for the affairs of India, 
hase canctioned the Establishment of a Bank at Bom- 
bay on the same prineiples as were prescribed for ard 
have heen observed in the re-incorporation of the 
Bank of Bengsl, by Act No VI of 1839; and where- 
as the sant Court of Directors have diroeted the body 
of Proprictors in existence at the date of the dispatch
